He.was a genius without eccen- 
tricity, a great personality without pe- 
culiarities, unique without being erratic, 
a wonderful orator without the graces of 
oratory, a mafvelous preacher with little 
concern for the rules of homiletics, and 
a philosocpher without the aid of a pale 
guide, and a student's lamp, 

‘‘He had all the gifts, without the cul- 
tivation, of a great philosopher. What 
he lacked in learning, was made up in 
the keen penetration and clear discern- 
ment of a student of human nature. If 
limited in his familiarity with history, he 
knew the forces that make history and 
determine destiny. 

‘Had his knowledge of books equalled 
his acquaintance with men—had he known 
the history of the human heart as well 
as he knew its great motives and subtle 
passions—he might have commanded a 
much larger place in the story of his 
times. 

‘He had many rare qualities and at- 
tractive virtues, but one great gift—the 
gift of commanding utterance. And upon 
that his fame will rest and his influence 
abide. His preeminence was as a preach- 
er. God annointéd him to be a prophet 
in Israel, and clothed him with a power 
seen but a few times in a generation. He 
was not called to wield a pen, but to be 
a voice crying in the wilderness, He 
might have succeeded at the bar, but his 
throne was the pulpit, and his mission 
the redemption of his fellow men. 

“And what a master of assemblies he 
was! Measured by the multiplied thou- 
sands that crowded again and again to 
hear him, and by the dead conscience: 
he awakened, and the penitential tears 
he started, and the high purposes he in- 
spired, and the reforms he instituted, and 
the converted souls he led to his Lord 
he must go down to history as one of 
the most conspicuous figures of the last 
half century. 


Springs of His Power. 

“Were I. called upon to state in a

“He said more quotable things than 
any man of his generation, There aré 
few homes in which some saying of his 
is not repeated.

‘“‘He demonstrated the fact that the 
day of the preacher and public speake1 
has not passed. The living voice is as 
potential today as ever in the world's 
history. The printed page may inform 
the mind, but the living messenger is 
necessary to kindle ‘passion and urge 
men to action. The preaching function 
of the priesthood can never lose its au- 
thority. As in the olden times, when 
Isaiah's voice was heard in Israel, and 
Paul preached on Mars Hill, the divinely 
called man with a message will ever be 
the mightiest force in his generation. 

‘His life of almost unexampled actiy- 
ity was dominated by one high and holy 
purpose—to do good to his felWowmen 
and faithfully serve his generation by 
the will of God. From that purpose he 
was never deflected, and from God's 
service his heart never felt the slightes-. 
alienation. To that high aim every am- 
bition was subordinated, and every ener- 
gy put in commission. 

‘Believing that Providence had clearly 
indicated his field of largest usefulness, 
to be unconfined by the narrow limits 
of a local pastorate, he retired from th> 
regular itinerant ministry, and made the 
nation his parish. Whatever the judg- 
ment of others as. to the wisdom of that 
course, he never doubted that God had 
ordered it, and His blessings would ap- 
prove it.

Features of a Noble Character. 


“Without attempting any recital of the 
facts of a brilliant history, I shall mere- 
ly mention a few features of a noble 
character. 

‘First of all, because above all and best 
of all our honored brother was remark- 
able for the strength and solidity of his 
moral character. There was granite 
in its foundations, and every living stone 
was polished after the similitude of a 
palace. ‘Flaws there may have been, but 
no fissures—discolorations, but .no sug- 
gestion of disintegration. The storms of 
life sometimes strained, but never moved 
it. The rains descended, the floods canre 
and the winds blew, but when the sky 
had cleared he stood unshaken and ma- 
jestic as a mighty mountain.

The Real Story. 

There are many details to fhe story as 
it is currently talked about the city and 
in Presbyterian religious circles.

Dr. Bridewell, when pastor of tne Fort 
Worth Presbyterian church, became 
greatly attached to a very beautiful 
woman, who was the wife of one of tha 
officers of the Fort Worth church. The 
husband was suspicious at the time Dr.

“If he sometimes used the muck rake 
it was not simply to expose the rotten- 
ness of society and the wickedness of 
the world, but that the healing light of 
the truth might shine upon and cure it. 
He uncovered sin that it might be de- 
stroyed. He rent the robe of hypocrisy 
that its ghastly deformity might cease 
to deceive. But for every penitent he 
had a mantle of charity, and for every 
home-coming prodigal a joyous welcome. 

“He was free from the weaknesses 
and vices of narrow natures. His great 
sou] was tOo generous for jealousy and 
too broad for bigotry. Envy found no 
hiding place in his brotherly and sunny 
heart, He coveted no man’s position or 
possessions, an/l-envied no human being 
his fame or his tortune. It never occur- 
red to him that any riva] stoog in the 
way of his attainments or achievements. 
No Mordecai sat in the gateway of his 
noble soul, He rejoiced that the world 
is wide, with an inviting field for every 
honest toiler, and ample reward for 
every faithful workman; that there is a 
chaplet for eVery heroic brow, and a 
throne for every really royal soul. While 
deeply appreciative of his large place in 
the nation’s esteem—pardonably proud of 
his wonderful and long sustained popu- 
larity—he generously rejoiced in the hon- 
ors and success of every worthy man. 
I never heard him speak a disparaging 
word of @ny mortal] who had high aims 
and a serious purpose. His generous | 
hand would have withered had he at- 
tempted to pluck a star from another's 
crown. Such magnanimity is one of the 
final tests of true greatness. 
| “But time falls me to speak more at 
length of my glorified friend.

Immediately wpon the publica fon of 
the matter Dr. Bridewell and his friend 
departed and were not heard from any 
more until Dr. Bridewell reacheé home, 
Hie then went to Dr. Patton, of Decatur, 
end told him the whole situation, con- 
fessing that he had fallen and asking 
that he give him his advice. It wag de. ' 
cided that Dr. Brideweil leave the city 
quietly and on account of physical break- 
down to resign the pastorate and step 
out. The matter was all to be done 
quietly and without any suspicion. 

But this was all changed when Dr. 
Eridewell received a telegram from the 
woman after she had reached Fort 
Worth, saying, “My husband is filing 
suit for divorce; come at once; { do no* 
know what to do.” =

FOR LIFE COMPANIES 


HOSE physicians of Georgia who 
T have been lucky enough during 
, past years to pick wp $5-fees ga- 
lcre for examining applicants for life in- 
surance in the Mutual. Life-of New Yor«, 
the New, York Life ‘and the Equitable 
Life, are not at all In sympathy with the 
economical methods adopted by the “big 
three’’ insofar as that economy provides 
for the reduction of their fee from $5 ‘to 
$3 on all policies under $5,000, and the 
local officials of these companies find 
themselves facing what might be termed 
a strike of no small prvportions. 
Formerly physicians were paid a unf- 
ferm fee of $5 for each application. Since 
the late ‘unpleasantness in the tnsurance

In many Georgia cities physicians act- 
fing as examiners for the “big three’ and 
@ome other companies which have re- 
duced Ahe medical fee, have simply re- 
fused to make examinations. Agents 
who offered to make good the amount of 
the cut found themselves violating the 
enti-rebating laws, while overtures te 
ether physicians met with no response, 
the code of medical ethics being brought 
ir.to play. 

In one city where the physicians band- 
ed together to fight the cut rate the 
agents tried to import an examiner. but 
the doctors were quick to move on the 
city council ang an ordinance was passed 
imposing a license of $100 on any non- 
resident physician examining applicants 
for insurance. 

All over the state solicitors are having 
the same trouble and many of them de- 
‘clare that it is impossible for them to get 
applicants put through the medical test. 

e company won't pav the old rate. the 
éoctors won’t work under the new tariff. 
the agent who makes up the difference 
finds himself a criminal. and the appl!- 
cant certainly has ne fdea of paying for 
the examination himself. 

The doctors say it is simply a question 
of forcing them to do specialized ‘work a+ 
less than it is worth ang that they will 
not stand for the cut. 

The life insurance people claim that the 
$3 fee is really good pay. They argue 
that the examination takes less time thar 
a house call, for which the physictar 
charges $2, and little more than an office 
call, for which he asks $I. They argue 
further that on general practice the phy- 
Sicilan fails to collect for quite a large 
rercentage of his work, and that ac- 
ecunts against them being absolutely 
food they have a right to a lower rate.

Poultry and Rabbit Raising Pays 
Better than Cotton 
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T. LOUIS, MO., October 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Charles J, Haden, of Atlan- 
ta, made a notable address today

Peta the convention of: the. American 


Bankers’ Association, Mr. Haden’s sub- 
ject was “A Plea for the Cotton Fields.” 
Mr. Haden said: 

“The cotton fields of the south need a 
larger volume of currency at the harvest 
season. Cotton at the season so nearly 
absorbs our whole banking capital, that 
other lines of trade are thereby made to 
suffer. I am here to ask your distinguish- 
ed body to throw the weight of its great 
influence in favor of some currency plan 
that will relieve this yearly congestion. 
It is unjust and unsafe that we be left 
wholly dependent upon eastern banks. It 
sometimes happens that demands, enor- 
mous and unforeseen, are made upon New 
York for money, just at the time of the 


cotton movement. 

“T will pause at the threshold of my 
argument to say that we want only sound 
money. Cotton is to the commodities 
what gold is to the moneys—the most uni- 
versally coveted, the most readily cashed, 
the most widely consumed among the 
great staples of trade. It demands a Cur- 
rency as good as gold—a currency regu- 
lated and warranted by the federal gOv- 
ernment and redeemable ir gold. Federal 
indorsement and gold redemption form 
the citadel of American financial stability, 
and upon it floats the flag of our business 
ee ae naniinasy that I approach by 
wav of certain established facts, as upon 
stepping stones, to prove the truth of my 


postulate. 
A Billion Lost by Neglect of Cotton. 

“Other parts of our republic, in the 
first half. of the last century, accumulated 
their surplus in the form of the yellow 
metal, or its equivalent in the world’s 
markets; but the cotton states held tkeir 
cash reserve in black brawn and sinew, 
a species of property not elsewhere mar- 
ketable. It would be irrelevant to re- 
eount the story of how this reserve of 
eighteen hundred million dollars was 
stricken from the balance sheet. 

“Reginning with the crop of 1865, and 

continuing by very slow and gradual 
dimunition fof about thirty years, the cot- 
ton crop was literally sown and reaped in 
debt. For the first decade of that period, 
contrary to our national aditions, and in 
violation of the federal constitution, the 
cotton crop was punished by 4 direct fed- 
eral tax. During the first decade, and, 
indeed, through the greater part of the 
second, our people were oppressed by a 
degree of poverty which can be ufider- 
stood only by those who know the wreck- 
age of a war-of invasion; and by debt 
which trails the footsteps of poverty as 
the jackal pursues the wounded prey. 
‘ «A gystem of crop mortgages prevailed 
throughout the south. Cotton was the 
only crop on which the farmer could ob- 
tain advancements of supplies. It alone 
commanded gold, and gold was then 
at a premium. In most. instances 
the crop was mortgaged before 
| the seed germinated; the laws forbade 
f that the lien should be made before the 
planting. The’ supply merchant gave his 
mortgagor a line of credit and charged 
against him his supplies at profits so ex- 
orbitant that they would sting the 
conscience of even a modern trust. In hig 
turn, the merchant pledged these mort- 
gages to the eastern wholesale merchants 
who, in their turn, demanded profits com- 
mensurate with the helplessness of the 
consumer. The supply men were general- 
ly called factors. The farmers vaguely 
thought that this word was 4 corruption 
of malefacfors. 

‘‘Banks and money lenders were few and 
remote. In September, when the cotton 
bolis began ,to unfold their palms, dis- 
playing the crisp white staple, the clamor 
for swift liquidation began. The eastern 
wholesaler called the factor, and the fac- 
tor called the farmer. The Mctor sent 
his patrols on horseback through the dis- 
tricts to inspect the crop of his debtors, 
and to see that the staple was hurried to 
the gin and from the gin hurried on to 
the factor. Sometimes years came and 
went before the farmer saw a real dollar 
of the money he earned. All debts ma- 
tured at harvest time and no one was 
willing to wait. The importers of Man- 
chester and Liverpool arbitrarily named 
the price. It was a transfer without 
negotiations, more a surrender than a 
sale. There was but one question, ‘How 
much will the -English spinners give? 

“It is painful’ to cOnsider that era— 
those desperately dark years in which it 
seemed to me, as a boy, that the sun of 
hope which cheers the earth and gilds all 
nature, had set forever upon the ‘scenes 
of my childhood.’ The greatest agricul- 
aural product of the world was disposed 
'of by the toilers of the fleld as if by 
beggars. Our government allOwed its 
monopoly, inherited of nature, to be 
slaughtered by alien hands. Lacking 
financial support, lacking available cur- 
rency to hush, even .temporarily,. the 
clamor of creditors while the cotton pro- 
ducers could hold their crop even long 
enough to negotiate with foreign con- 
sumers, the people of American lost, and 
the people of Europe gained, within those 
thirty years, at the lowest computation, 
more than a billion dollars of gold!

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$161,000,000, Herein was ‘wisdom justl- 
fied of her children.’ During the same 
era, the government by enormous subsi- 
dies of land to the transcontinental rall- 
roads developed the great northwest, 
opened practically free lands to the land- 
less immigrants and amazed fhe world 
by the rapid expanston of corn and wheat 
fields. Last year this other favored 
child brought back through exports made 
to foreign shores, ‘in the aggregate, from 
the sale of breadstuffs, the magnificent 
yield of $186,000,000 of gold.

I cite their 
history not in disparagement, but to 
estop those who would deny that the cur- 
rency relief which the south now seeks 
is well founded, both in precedent and 
principle. 
Cotton as a Collateral. 

“During the panic of 1893 one of the 
state banks of our city (Atlanta) had 
loaned on cotton. The bank 
called these loans and every penny was 
paid within sixty days! This bank car- 
ried through the panic a cash reserve of 
42 per cent. At the same time a na- 
tional bank of our city, the oldest in the 
cotton states and one of the best in 
America, only had a cash reserve of 10 
per cent. During the same period the 
Bank of England had only a legal tender 
reserve of 6 per cent, and the aggregate 
banking interests of Great Britain aver- 
aged a legal tender reserve of less than 
7 per cent. In the fall of 1863, more 
than a year after every southern port 
had been blockaded, Vicksburg had 
fallen, Sherman’s army was on Georgia 
soil and Grant’s far-flung battle lines 
were coiled around Richmond: the death 
rattle was in the throat of the confeder- 
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ernment, which was scattered on the va- 
rious plantations where it was grown, 
By the 
terms of these bonds the cotton -was to 
be delivered, should the war continue, 
within 10 miles of a railroad, or Navi- 
gable river, within confederate lines. | 
Within twelve hours after the sudscrip- 


j tion books .were opened in London, the 
i price of the bonds being fixed at 90 cents 


on the dollar, subscriptions received were 
five times the amount of the aggregate 
issue. It was not the credit of the con- 
fegeracy—the confederacy had no credit 
then—but a world hunger for cotton. 


Cotton an American Monopoly. 

“after a careful study of the paternal 
policy of England I am confident that if 
the cotton crop was grown under the 
English flag that that country would, 
by an export tariff, or appropriate boun- 
ties, reserve for its home manufacturers 


the monopoly of the raw material for one 


clothing of the world. We invoke no 
such nursing. We would not disturb the 
maternal privileges of the ‘infamt indus- 
tries.’ But a currency system by which 
the people of America are enabled to hold 
their cotton, allowing it to percolate into 
the market as the spinners need it, en- 
abling the producers to enjoy the full 
benefit of competitive buying, is com- 
patible with the policy of our repuwuiic, 
and wise beyond controversy. 

Cotton as a Basis for Currency. 

“Under reasonably good storage, baled 
cotton will preserve unimpaired more 
than ten years. Instances have been 
known where, after being stored in a 
farmer’s barn fifteen years, it brought 
the current market price. Gold from 
Copenhagen to Valparaiso goes in search 
of it as earnestly as the medieval knight. 
errant went in search of the Holy Grail. 
Again and again our government, through 
the subtreasury, has hastened to the aid 
of the New York banks, amidst the gid- 
dy whirl of a stock gambling panic. Is 
America’s foremost gold-yielding crop 
less sacred to the public weal than the 
paper properties of Wall street? There 
has never been an hour for forty years 
that it could not be instantly reduced te 
cash. Is any promise to pay better Se- 
curity than the essence of wealth? Five 
hundred million dollars is required in 
the south every year’ within a period of 
about three months to handle this crop. 
Our banking capital is inadequate. Why 
should we need to send our money to 
eastern banks nine months in the year 
to gain their good will, that they may 
lend it back to us in the harvest season 
to handle a crop for which the gold of 
the earth beckons? We feel kindly to 
New York; that city has been our friend 
at a remunerative interest rate. But we 
want the fullest measure of independ- 
ence that conditions justify. Is it pru- 
dent or just that any one city, or section, 
should by approval of the government.

No reasonable investigator who is familiar with the methods and 
strength of this popular organization of actual cotton growers—not specula- 
tors—can reach a connclusion other than that the present fair price for the 
south’s great staple is in very large measure due to the concerted action 
and community of interest exhibited by the thousands of members of the 
Farmers’ Union in every cotton-growing state. | 

When there was a temptation to rush cotton-:to market after the 10-cent 
deadline of the cost of production was reached, the Farmers’ Union stood 
pat on an 11-cent minimum and declared it would hold till doomsday for that 
reasonable and equitable figure, representing as it does the closest margin 
of profit at which cotton can be grown in the south under the present un- 


1l-cent cotton, and its conventions adopted iron-clad 11-cent minimum res-

Reducing Railroad Fares. 

The legislative crusade for cheaper 
passenger rates on railroads, as prac- 
tically applied in several states of 
late, is having a most salutary and 
gratifying effect, and in unexpected 
respects. Perhaps the legislators who 
cut the rates were not greatly con- 
cerned about the effect oh the reve- 
nues of the railroad companies, but, 
from all reports, the railroads have 
been the gainer as well as the trav- 
eling public. 

Nobody has been more surprised at 
this result than the railroad officials, 


sorts of dire financial disasters after 
the lower fare hag been given time to 
demonstrate its ruinous potentiality. 
Exactly the reverse has it worked out 
in practical experience. In nearly. 
every instance the gross earnings of 
the roads show a sharp increase, and 
some of them ' promise dividends to 
shareholders never dreamed of under 
the higher rate per mile. It is only 
another application of the old com- 
mercial axiom of “quick sales and 
small profits.” More people will ride 
more on a 2-cent rate than on a 
s-cent rate. At least, this has been 
the experience of the New Haven 
railroad, the Michigan Central, the 
Pennsylvania, the roads runhing 
through the state of Ohio, and other 
lines that might be named. 

In the first instance most of these 
rate reductions were involuntary on 
the part of the railroads, being forced 
upon them by legislation after a bit- 
ter resistance. The surprising -re- 
sult has caused railroad economists 
to seriously consider the voluntary ' 
reduction of their passenger rates 
from 3 to 2 cents. Indeed, the great

that animates the fortune-chaser in 
other pursuits than politics. Offices 
of the kind are the spoils of partisan- 
ship, the public being despoiled. 

But an astounding thing or two has 
happened in this connection. From 
Oklahoma City comes the report that 
Charles E. Hunter, chief clerk in the 
district court, with headquarters at 
that place, has declared his intention 
to resign his position, giving as his 
chief reason the fact that the fees of 
his office are exorbitant. A month 
ago he gave emphasis to his views on 
this matter by writing to the depart- 
ment of justice suggesting that court 


| clerks in the territory be put on a sti- 


pend of $3,500 a year. In ninety days 
the clerk fees in Hunter’s district 
amounted to more than $6,000, which 
is at the rate of about $25,000 a year. 
Hunter—strange man that he is—in- 
sists that this is little short of whole- 
sale robbery of litigants and that the 
evil should be corrected. 

It is believed by people who know 
Hunter that he is entirely compos 
mentis, although his eccentric action 
would seem to make him a fit subject 
for a commission on lunacy, as oppor- 
tunities for winning wealth are con- 
ventionally viewed. He was a Rough 
Rider sergeant in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war and owes his present position 
to President Roosevelt, who admires 
him. It is quite apparent that Hun- 
ter must possess moral qualities that 
are worthy of admiration. 

The office that Hunter holds, ‘it 
must be borne in mind, is a federal 
office, for the courts having jurisdic- 
tion in the territories are United 
States courts. The revelation he Was 
made to the public will throw some 
light on the fee system as congress 
permits it to exist. He is quite right 
in the view that he is an instrument 
in the hand of Uncle Sam to-rob liti- 
gants wholesale. And Hunter is but 
one of hundreds of similar instru- 
ments of robbing in the official em- 
ploy of Uncle Sam who get their 
swag through legal fees. 

But there is stil] another example 
of the kind, this-time in the official 
service of a state. An Illinois state 
official has recently turned over $51,- 
213 in fees to the treasury, averring 
that his conscience will not permit 
him to take the money. This man, 
too, is believed to be of sound mind, 
although in the estimation of many 
his action would seem to belie stch a 
belief. 

Verily the leaven of civic reform is 
working strong in our age, and these 
be healthy signs. Such startling ex- 
amples serve to call public attention 
to the abuses of the fee system—and 
no intelligent citizen familiar with 
this species of offical graft is igno- 
rant of the wrongs often done court 
litigants and the tax payers under a 
System of official remuneration that 


not infrequently amounts to legalized 
robbery.

Constitutionality of Act of 
Last Legislature Is 
Questiened 


The constitutionality of an act passed 
by the last legislature, fixing the license 
to sell spirituous and malt iquors in Ir- 
win county at $1,000 per annum, was 
argued yesterdap in the supreme court 
in the case of T. 8S. Glover against the 
state. 

Glover was convicted in the superior 
court of Irwin county of Violating this 
law, hig demurrer setting up that the 
act was unconstitutional, being over- 
ruled by the trial court. From this 
judgment he appealed by a writ of error 
to the gtate supreme court, and the case 
was argued yesterday by Eldridge Cutts 
ang Candlers, Thomson & Hirsch, for the 
plaintiff in error, and Solicitor General 
E. B. Graham and Smith, Berner, Hast- 
ings & Smith, for the state. 

Briefly stated, the contention of Glov- 
er’s counsel is that the act is unconstitu- 
tional because it igs at variance with the 
general law of i89!, now incorporated 
in the code of |895, fixing such licenses 
at $25: that the subject matter of the 
act is different from that indicated by 
the caption. 

The supreme court will not be in sées- 
sion today, a recess having been taken 
until Saturday morning when the crim- 
inal docket will be resumed and disposed 
of. While the reason for taking the re- 
cess until Saturday was not officially 
stated by the court, no session will be 
held because the body of the late Rev. 
Sam P. Jones will lie in state in the ro- 
tunda of the capitol.

Since the United States has ondertaken 
to collect the customs at Dominican 
ports a strict enforcement of custom 
duties has resulted and smugglers have 
been much annoyed by the collectors. 

By stirring up political dissension and 
promoting revolution, it is said, the 
smugglers hope to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of President Caceres, which is 
cooperating with the American officials.

From what wag learned 
from these commissioners, this will prob- 
ably be done, and as the display is a 
one-farm exhibit, it ig more than prob- 
able that Editor Miller will be responsible 
for bringing the first prize for the most 
versatile farm in the country to the 
Empire State of the South. In further 
proof of this remarkable farm, it may be 
interesting to know that in addition to 
the display, Editor-Farmer Miller has 
raised forty bales of cotton this year, 200 
barrels of Irish potatoes, 1,000 crates of. 
beans, 500 crates of garden peas and so 
to the end of a very wonderful chapter 
of agriculture in Georgia. 

Equally remarkable is the fact that he 
has been able to raise five crops on this 
fairy-like farm, a sheaf of German millet 
now on exhibition representing the fifth 
crop, while for four years his sea island 
cotton has secured first prize at the state 
fair. 

While it is impossible to give any ade- 
quate description of this collection and, 
happily, two more days remain for visi- 
tors to see its wonders for themselves, 
the following facts secured from the man 
of soil and printer’s ink are sure to prove 
profitably interesting: : 

The exhibit was the work of a year 
and at a cost of $2,400. Over seven 
thousand articles were shown. For ex- 
ample, there were sixty varieties of 
wheat, sixty-six varieties of oats, one 
hundred of Irish potatoes, one hundred 
bales of hay representing as many va- 
rieties, 145 varieties of beans, 106 of 
garden peas, sixty of corn, seven varie- 
ties of sugar cane, beets weighing twenty 
pounds each, pumpkins weighing ong hun 

dred pounds each, fifty-four varieties of 
onions, twenty of millets, ninety-five of 
squash, etc, 

But. there are other members of the 
Miller family, a goodly number, for he 
is as successfu] in raising a crop of Geor. 
gians as of other things, In fact he in- 
sists these which were not in the ex- 
hibit were the biggest and best prizes of 
that ‘wonderful farm. There is also Mrs. 
Miller, who has accomplished marvels 
equal to those of her versatile husband. 
Mrs. Miller was also assisted by Miss 
Mae Morgan and their contribution was 
over 2,000 jars of preserves, over 500 
bottles of homemade wines, twenty-five 
vanieties of jellies and pickles and other 
domestic good things worlq without end. 
Besides these are one hundred jars of 
natural fruits, each jar standing thirty. 
six inches and this glassware alone cost- 
ing $700. Fifty. varieties of native 
grasses attracted much attention, while 
one department, that of grains, is most 
artistically arranged. <A _ perfect house 
made entirely of corn stalks and corn 
silk is a unique feature, but there are so 
many, many things to see that the mere 
Statistics could give no idea of that it 
makes necessary a trip to this prize- 
winning display and an education in the 
industrial history of present day Geor- 
gia such as must prove beneficial.

DR.J. S. TODD © 
HEADS CADETS 


Resolutions on the Death of 
Mrs. Davis Were 
Passed, 


Pursuant to previous notice, a reunion 
of the Georgia Military institute cadets 
was held | in agricultural hall at the 
State fair at !2 o’clock yesterday. A 
good number of the “‘boys’’ of 1864-65 
were present, besides & number of vet- 
erans of other commands. 

The meeting was called to arder by Dr. 
J. Scott Todd, the president of the 


Georgia Cadets’ association. Dr. Todi 
made a happy speech, reminiscent of 
the days when the boys were in the con- 
federate army. 

In his remarks Dr. Todd produced 
a letter he had received from Richter 
Ji, at Madison, with his original fur- 
lough, showing how some of .the boys 
were mustered out of ‘service, and that 
they were not surrendered. It ig as 
follows: 

“Headquarters Georgia Military Insti- 
ue, Augusta, Ga., May 15, 1865.—Cadet 
Richter J. has furlough until further 
orders. By order 

"MAJOR F. W. CAPERS, 
“Supt. G. M. I. 
*). P. HARRIS, Lieut. and Act. Ad-t.”’ 

Dr. Todd lost his right arm in the 
batle at Oconee bridge, in November, 
1864. : 

He called upon Captain Victor E. 
Manget, who was captain of company 
B, to preside at the reunion. Captain 
Manget opened the meeting with a 
speech of much interest, ‘of how cour- 
ageously “the boys’’ behaved in service. 

Then Dr. Todd stated that they would 
hear the report of the secretary and 
historian, Judge Robert L. Rodgers. 

Judge Rodgers then rendered his re- 
port of the making of the roster, and 
read letters from Julius L. Brown, YT. 
G. Lester, F. D. McClatchy and. Sam- 
uel Spencer, president of the Southern 
Railway Company, sending their love 
and good wishes to their comrades, and 
regrets that they were unavoidably pre- 
vented from attending the reunion. 

Dr. R. J. Massey was called upon for 
a speech, and responded in a happy 
manner. Dr. Massey was the surgeon 
in charge of Brown hospital at Atlanta, 
and later at Milledgeville, and gave 
medical attention to the-cadets in ser- 
vice. 

Dr. Burroughs was present, and! 
moved that a telegram of condolence be 
gent to Mrs. Hayes on account of the 
death of her mother, Mrs. Jefferson Da- 
vis, telling of the sympathy of the vet- 
erans. The resolution was adopted, and 
a committee, consisting of Dr. Bur- 
roughs, G. Horace Remshant and 
Robert L. Rodgers, was appointed to 
send the telegram of sympathy.

Colonel Morgan Ra'wis, one of the bes? 
kr own citizens of Effingham county, died 
at his home in Guyton this morning a* 
10 o’clock after an illness of about two 
months. He was 77 years of age. The 
funeral will take place at Guyton tomor- 
Tow at !! o'clock. 

Colonel Rawls is survived by three 
scns—Charles, Robert and James. He !s 
a'so survived by two daughter—Mrs. Dan 
Groover and Mrs. D. D. Arden, both of 
Statesboro. Colonel Rawls also leaves a 
brother; Jack Rawls, ang a sister, Miss 
Hattie Rawls, of Bulloch county. 

Colonel Rawls served in the confeder- 
ate army as captain and Meutenant colo- 
nel in the Fifty-fourth regiment, Georgia 
infantry. He was badly wounded in the 
trenches around Atlanta in July, 1864 
While a member of the army he was 
elected to the legislature and after rep- 
resenting his county returned to the field 
a: the close of the session.

New York, October 18.—Speculative 
Spirit was at a low ebb in he stock mar- 
ket today. The board room trdaers had 
increasing difficulty in scalping a frac- 
tional profit out of the movement of 
prices as their own limited operations 
were about all there was in the market. 
The increasing sluggishness of prices de 
terred every class of operators from act- 
ing ,and tht market sank at one time 
nearer to actual stagnation than has 
been Wjtnessed at the stock exchange 
for many months. Had it not been for 
the stirring of interest in Amalgamated 
Copper the dullness would have been 
even more conspicuous. The placing of 
Amalgamated Copper on an 8 per cent 
dividend basis by a distribution of $1.50 
regular dividend and 50 cents extra per 
Share for the quarter has been so,confi- 
dently acclaimed that that action should 
seem to leave little occasion for sur- 
prise. The way in which the stock 
jumped on the announcement ,however, 
indiceted a surprise on the part of some 
of the speculative element. Call loans 
went to 5 per cent early today and hela 
well above 4 per cent, thus precluding 
the idea that yesterday’s flurry was duc 
only to temporary stock market exigen- 
cies. The time money market gave a 
still more decisive demonstration of the 
narrowing of resources, the amount o* 
funds offering on time loans being mark- 
edly less. A downward plunge i nfor- 
eigr exchange to near the gold import 
point was an incident of this develop- 
mem, although the rate for exchange 
subsequently rallied strongly.
